The congratulations of the Grand Jury and of 
the Sessional Bar Committee were extended to 
his Lordship on his elevation to his present high 
— sition. His Lordship Suitably acknow- 
cdged the compliment. 

Addressing the Grand Jury, his Lordship said 
that their business was not heavy, There were 
in all eight cases to go before them. There wag 
a charge of a threatening letter, one of larceny 
of rifle stealing, two of house-breaking, two of 
assault, one of shooting at, and, lastly, a charge 
of unlawful assemb iy, and none of these was of 
great magnitude. He was happy to inform them 
that the polic e returns showed a marked diminu- 
tion of crime in their county. The total number 
of cases reported since last Assizes was twenty- 
five, as compared with sixty-five in the cor- 
responding period of last year. The number of 
cases of injury to property had decreased from 
twenty-five to three, andethe number of cases 
of robbery of arms ha d been reduced from ten 
to one. 

Nine young men, who pleaded guilty to cattle- 
driving at Miltown- Malbay on January 12th, and 
who now gave an undert taking not to take part 
in any further ““drives ” in the future, were al- 
lowed out on their own recognisances to come 
up for judgment when called on.

The 
public will follow the report of the Com- 
mission’s proeeedings with intense and 
minute interest. In the first place, the 
miners’ decision for or against a strike 
which would bring disaster to the whole 
country depends on the nature of the 
interim report that Mr. Justice Sankey 
promises to publish before the 20th March. 
In the next place, the Commission is try- 
ing, virtually, the great issue of the 
nationalisation of essential ~industries. 
Finally, the public, as consumer, has a 
tragic interest in the price of coal. 
Whether the miner or the owner is respon- 
sible for the present prices, the result is 
the same for the shivering householder : 
he will be an impartial judge of the merits 
of their rival claims. We are surprised, 
therefore, that the consumer has no direct 
representative among the twelve members 
of the Commission. ‘The Government is 
pledged to take legislative action on the 
Commission’s findings. The miners are re- 
quired to prove that their demands for a 
six hours’ working day, for a thirty per 
cent. increase of wages, and for recognition 
of the principle of nationalisation are just 
and feasible. The owners will lose their 
case for the maintenance of the status quo 
unless they can prove that their profits 
are not unreasonable, and that concession 
of the men’s claims would kill the in- 
dustry. The chief witness yesterday was 
Mr. Arthur Dickinson, Financial Adviser 
to the Coal Controller. _ His evidence 
dealt mainly with the profits of the mines 
between 1912 and 1918. It was frank, and 
it was remarkable. The two best years 
that the owners ever enjoyed before the 
war were 1912 and 1913. The average 
price of coal at the pit-head during those 
peaceful years was 9s. 7id. per ton (com- 
pared with 8s. 9d. for the previous five 
years), and the owners’ average profit, 
after payment of royalties, was 18} 
millions. Between 1914 and September, 
1918, the pit-head value rose frome Qs. 
113d. to 24s. 10d. per ton. In 1914 the 
owners’ profits were 155 millions ; in 1915, 
214 millions; in 1916, 38 millions, and 
in 1917, 273 millions. Mr. Dickinson ex- 
plained that the enormously increased 
profits of 1916 were due to the high prices 
of “exported coal. During this halcyon 
period of the owners’ prosperity the 
Government allowed them to increase the 
price of coal by 2s. 6d. a ton as a 
Mr. Dickin- 
son admits that, if all the facts had 
been known, the 2s. 6d. would not have 
been allowed, but the War Cabinet “ had 
not the figures before it.” He explained, 
however, that the owners’ profits were 
very unequally distributed. The condi-

One is that the Government has been a 
very lax administrator and a very poor 
friend to the consumer throughout the 
whole business. The other is that the 
first: round, at any rate, of this contest 
between Capital and Labour has ended in 
favour of Labour. ‘he revelation that the 
Government gave the owners an additional! 
Os, 6d. a ton at a time when their profits 
were nearly trebling the average is really 
disquieting. It is not made less disquieting 
by the statement that the true figures of the 
owners’ profits were at the Cabinet's dis- 
posal, but were ignored because the com- 
piler was not a Government official: he 
was merely a member of the Statistical 
Society. How many similar disclosures of 
official stupidity and inefficiency are we 
to expect when the whole story of the 
financial conduct of the war comes to.be 
told? When we say that Labour “scored ” 
yesterday we do not mean that it proved its 
case for shorter hours and increased wages. 
On the contrary, it is clear from Mr. 
Dickinson’s figures that the industry, as 
new managed, could not bear the burden 
of the men’s demands. An increase of 
6s. 7d. per ton would close half the 
factories in these islands, and would make 
coal as inaccessible as rubies to the needy 
householder. It remains to be seen 
whether such a radical readjustment of the 
conduct of the industry can be contrived

EXTENT AND PROSPECTS OF THE 
: COMPANY. 

The seventeenth-ordinary general meeting of 
Houtpoort, Ltd., was held yesterday at Win- 
chester House, Old Broad street, London, E.C., 
Dr. Hans Sauer, the Chairman, residing. 

The Secretary (Mr, Harold D. Richardson) 
having read the notite convening the meeting 
and the auditors’ certificate, 

The Chairman, in dealing with the accounts, 
stated that on development account £3,322 had 
been expended up to date, representing ‘the out- 
lay from April 18th, 1917, to “Decsmber Sist last. 
It not only included the shaft sinking and open- 
ing up of the reef on Tulipvale, but also money 
expended in bore-holes on Klippoortje. The re- 
sulis from this expenditure had been exceed- 
ingly satisfactory, and compared most favour- 
ably with results obtained on deep level pro- 
perties to the north for an expenditure, not of 
i a few thousands, but of sums amounting to a 
asat of a million sterling, and even more, 

eferring to the company’s mining properties of 
immediate interest, he stated that they consisted 
| of the Tulipvale farm, and the two portions of 
| the farm Klippoortje. The position he iron the 
properties belonging to or under option to the 
company had been so fully explained in the 
annual report that he néed not further allude 
to it except to say thisthat the money re- 
quired to convert the option position into one 
| of ownership would be provided by some of thie 
| large shareholders when necessary. - The acreage 
of ‘this combined block dmounted to 1,132 mor-

In order 
to give the shareholders some idea of what 
500 claims meant as a mine on the 
Kast Rand. he gave the following particulars 
of two Far East mines, the Modder Deep and the 
New Modderfontein Co, The Modder Deep, he 
said, owned 337 claims, capitalised at #500,000. 
Last year this mine made a profit of £570,000.
